to concede that Chicago will be car 
ried by Smith but they are confident 
that Cook-co will go for Hoover 
Heretofore the Democrats have made 
their gains in Cook-co and it alway 
has been the down-state vote which 
has overwhelmed them. The indica- 
tions this year are that Smith wil 
come out of Cook-co with substantial 
strength and that the down-state 
majority for Hoover will be mater- 
ially reduced.

Alarm continues regarding the un- 


dernourishment of girls 
in high 


schools and colleges. The evil is par- 
ticularly 
prevalent - in the 
high 


schools. The girls insist on dieting for 
a "slim, boyish figure", because that is 
the fashion, and all the teachers"~and 
doctors say seems "to make little im- 
pression on them. 


In one high school system recently, 


a survey showed that 30 per cent of 
the girls were-so undernourished that 
\tfiey were in grave physical-danger. 
They lose their health, and they fail to 
grow and develop normally. The peril 
of tuberculosis is emphasized by every 
physician who comments on the sub- 
ject. After all the efforts made to 
combat the "white plague", it is gain- 
ing again among school girls, because 
of this fad.

Editor of Post-Crescent:When the 


Memorial Bridge was completed and 
opened to traffic the city was faced 
with a problem of new highway 
routes through ^the city. One will re- 
member that Route 15, which is Fed- 
eral 41, entered the city on 
Street, down through 
the Fiats, 


crossing many railroad tracks, sev- 
eral bridges, up Pearl street hill, 
and then through the east end of 
the city, crossing 
Pacific 
street 


bridge. The city was aware that Pa- 
cific'street bridge was 
none too 


strong; streets in the east end of 
the city were not built to stand the 
heavy traffic that is being 'thrown 
upon them and were fast wearing 
out. Pavements were too narrow and 
could not be widened, without tot- 
tins down shade trees and doing 
away with boulevards. " 


At that time the 
question was 


raised what would be the best route 
through the city, and be as safe and 
free from danger" as possible? The 
State Highway Committee was ap- 
pealed to and asked to designate the 
safest and most 
practical 
route 


through Appleton. They were found 
willing to co-operate with the city 
in every way: their engineers came 
here and looked over the situation 
and after a careful survey, the fol- 
lowing route was decided upon: Me- 
morial Bridge north on Cherry and 
Richmond streets to Wisconsin Av- 
enue, where Highway 47 would con- 
tinue north.

The potato crop was injured by a 


combination of weather and disease 
that forced down October production 
more than two,million .bushels from 
the September outlook. Excessive 
rains fell in the potato sections dur- 
ing the latter part of August and 
early September and diseases spread 
to a considerable extent and were 
not checked until frost killed 
the 


vines September 26, the sujmar 
said. 


"The result has been a consider- 


able reduction in the production per 
acre on many Wisconsin farms and 
in addition that quality of-potatoes 
on the heavier lands has been like- 
wise reduced," continued the report. 


The report then went into details 


on all of the crops: 


The October potato forecast for 


Wisconsin is somewhat over 32 mil- 
lion 'bushels as compared with 24 
million bushels produced a year ago. 
The United States situation has not 
changed much since a month ago, 
'.he large crop predicted being gen- 
•rally realized. It appears that in 


my other states the crop matured 


more normally than it has in Wis- 
consin. 


CORN A GOOD CROP 


Corn is a rather good crop in Wis- 


consin this year—a production of 
nearly 87 million bushels being fore- 
casted as compared with 68 million 
bushels produced in the state a year 
ago. This is the best corn crop since 
1925 
when 101 million bushels were 


produced. The lowest production In 
the last ten years was 56 million 
bushels in 1924. The quality of the 
corn is satisfactory in most coun- 
ties and the crop will go a long way 
to offset the rather short hay crop 
reported in some sections. 


According to reports so far receiv- 


ed, weather during the last part of 
September and early October -was 
favorable to the curing of tobacco. 
The Wisconsin crop this year is very 
fine in quality and a production of 
45% million pounds is estimated. Al- 
most no frost damage was reported, 
most of the crop having, been har- 
vested before the cold spell during 
the last week of September. 


CLOVER PRODUCTION LOW 
The acreage of closer seed in the 


state this year is very much lower 
than it was a year ago and likewise 
the condition of the harvested crop 
is low—75 per cent as 
compared 


with 82 per cent last year. With a 
small acreage and a low condition, 
it is likely that clover seed will be 
scarce and will bring good prices 
this year. Fortunately, many farmers 
have a carry-over from the rather 
fine clover seed crop of 1927. 


According to Wisconsin crop re- 


porters, October pastures are good 
this year. Abundant rains in the 
central and northern part of the 
state have brought a good growth of 
grass which is helpful to the late 
pastures. In some of the southern 
counties dry weather has retarded 
pasture «rowth. 


The apple crop this year is gen- 


erally a rather good crop—the Wis- 
consin production being estimated at 
2,095,000 bushels as compared with 
l,200;vOO bushels produced a year 
ago. The quality of apples is gen- 
erally better than it has been for 
several years. The United States 
crop also Is somewhat larger than It 
>»as a year ago, though smaller than 
the large crop of 1926. This year's 
production 
is 
well 
distributed 


throughout the country and should, 
therefore, move Into market chan- 
nels rather well. 


CABBAGE CROP GOOD 


The cabbage growers this year are 


favored with much better price than 
a year ago. The market opened very 
actively due to-the general shortage 
of cabbage in the eastern slates. The 
acreage of cabbage in United States 
this year is somewhat below a year 
ago and the tonnage produced in 
some of the eastern sections is low. 


The Wisconsin cabbage crop is a 


very satisfactory crop—an average 
yield of 10.5 tons per acre as com- 
pared with 8.5 tons last year being 
reported by Wisconsin crop report- 
ers for October. 
Some fields, par- 


ticularly in the Racine-Kenosha sec- 
tions, are reported as being late and 
needing some good weather to make 
satisfactory yields.

The St. Louis Cardinals took too 


much for granted in the 1928 world 
series. That is perhaps the best 
single explanation that can be of- 
fered for the rout of the National 
League champions. 


"Take nothing for 
granted in 


baseball." 
During the regime of 


Harry Pulliam as president of the 
National League, that slogan hung 
over his desk. It was the wisest of 
wisecracks as far as 
baseball 
is 


concerned. 


The St. Louis Cardinals, a mighty 


good ball club, took too much for 
granted when it met the New York 
Yankees In the 1928 world series. 
The Cards believed what they read 
in the papers and immediately suf- 
fered a great handicap thereby. 


The National League champions 


took seriou&ly the opinion of a ma- 
jority of the baseball experts, that 
the winning of the world series by 
the Cardinals was little more than 
a. mere formality. They believed too 
strongly that the Yanks were a 
bunch of cripples unable to fight 
back, that the Yankee pitching stalC 
had nothing to deceive them. They 
rather scoffed at the greatness of 
the Yanks, because they 
had

often read 
that 
the 
New York 


Americans would be lucky to finish 
in the first division in the National 
League. The inference of the ex- 
perts being that New York wasn't 
so strong as the American League 
was weak. 


Take it from me, St. Louis has a 


much better call club than it show- 
ed in the recent world series. Un- 
questionably, the club has a punch 
at the bat, otherwise it would not 
have been able to weather the storm 
of one of the most hectic struggles 
ever waged for a Naional League 
pennant. All clubs have their bat- 
ting slumps. The Cards were in one 
during the series. 
Possibly a su- 


perior brand of pitching, a far bet- 
ter article than they had anticipat- 
ed, 
helped bring about such 
a 


slump. 


Without a doubt 
overconfidence 


hurt the Cardinals. Two years pre- 
vious the Cards had tiiumphed ov- 
er the Yanks in a seven game af- 
fair.
